CAB 2 stoutly maintains that his recorded ranka,etc* were only ^affen^ and 
not "Waffen SS”(aae section 2? of PBQ ^artl). Re volimteered that the ^erlln 
Documenta Center Records vculd show that he was not Waff an SS* CAB 2 states that 
the records of members of the Setonian Legion were made out on 6S, cards at the BBC 
but that on the upper part of the record^ the word '^affen” and not "Waffen SS” ifl 
written in in ink. CAB 2 readily admitted that he has the SS Ba^ood Group tattoo 
and that he wore an SS uniform (with Kstonlau Legion cwLlar insignia) ♦ His point 
of view is that he was TECHNICAIXT not an SS member^ he is not ashamed of his 
m i l i tary service, CAJB 2 states that aU he needs to be qualified for emigration 
to the U.S. is a certificate from a fellow Eetoni^ Le^on^ outlining his Inyoluntary 
conscription Into the Bstordan Legion.
